Ireland.  A  conspiracy  was  carrying  on  against  | 
the  enemy  in  that  country— against  the  Prince  of 
Darkness.  Immense  numbers  of  Bibles  and 
Tc^fpments  had  been  sent  into  Ireland,  and  not 
.->nly  in  the  English  language,  but  a  pocket  edi¬ 
tion  of  the  Bible  had  been  printed  in  the  Irish 
language. 

Her.  Mr.  Toiinly,  mis.sionary  from  Calcutta,  re- 
aicd  the  following  gratifying  circumstances.— 
le  s;ud  he  had  witnessed  most  of  the  heathen 
uperstitions  in  the  East  Indies.  lie  liad  seen  one 
ndividual  wlio  had  made  a  vow  never  again  to 
peak  and  made  it  known  to  a  missionary  by  wi  l¬ 
ing  it  on  a  plantain  leaf.

That 
erson  had  knelt  at  the  feet  of  the  infidel  Paine, 
s  his  disciple,  as  ^lary  had  knelt  at  the  feet  of 
esus.  A  Bible,  however,  bad  been  put  into  his 
lands  bv  a  clergyman,  and  out  of  resiiect  to  the 
lonor  he  had  stiulied  the  hook.  He  became 
onvinced  of  its  truth  ;  and  of  the  falsehood  of 
iifiJelity  :  he  went  to  his  library  and  took  tlie 
Age  of  Reason  from  its  shelves  :  he  tore  tlie  vo- 
iiinie  in  twain,  and  stirring  up  the  fire,  tlirewtbe 
two  moieties  into  the  flames.

Sec.  of  the  American  Board 
ol  Foreign  Missions,  is  contained  a  copy 
ot  an  introductory  epistle  addressed  to 
him  by  the  Patriarch  of  .-Vnlioch. 

In  January,  says  Mr.  Fisk,  a  bishop 
and  three  priests,  of  the  Syrenc  Jacohite 
church,  arrived  at  Jerusalem  from  Diar- 
bekir,  on  their  way  to  India.  I'liey 
brought  me  a  letter  of  introduction  from 
their  Patriarch,  whose  usual  residence 
is  Mcrd  in  in  Mesopotamia  ;  but  who  is! 
now  in  Damascus.  The  following  is  a 
translation  of  the  letter. 

Superscription. — “By  the  favour  of 
the  Mo.st  High,  it  will  arrive  at  Jerusa-  I 
lem  to  the  hand  of  his  presence,  our 
excellent,  the  blessed  Mr.  Pliny  Fisk,  the 
honoured.  Safely.''' 

Letter. — “  'I’lie  least  (literally  the 
rontempiihle,)  ignatins  George  the 
Fourth,  by  the  mercy  of  (iod  most  High, 
Piitriarcli  .  *  die  Apostolical  and  Holy 
scat  of  A 'll- '.'h,  over  tlie  people  of  the 
S_\  rian  .lacvioitos.

May  divine  grace  and  heaveniy  beno- 
diclion  rest  iijion  his  presence,  our  ex¬ 
cellent,  the  honerahlc  Mr.  Pliny,  the 
honoured.

'I'nily  the  cause  of  onr  composing 
this  letter  is  benediction  and  friendship.

Secondly,  there  arc  coming  to  your 
I  place  onr  children  the  blessed,  the  Me¬ 
tropolitan  Abdool  Messeeh,  the  honour¬ 
able  and  the  priest  Isaac,  and  ilic  priest 
Abdool  Ahad,  and  the  priest  Besharry 
the  honoured  ;  for  the  sake  of  some 
peaceable  and  necessary  business,  in 
your  place,  and  in  your  neighbourhood. 
And  we  hope, that  when  they  come  to  your 
presence  in  safety,  yon  will  place  your 
view  upon  them  with  all  your  face,  be¬ 
cause  they  arc  our  children,  and  espe¬ 
cially  as  they  are  ignorant  of  the  coun¬ 
try  ;  and  their  is  to  us  confidence,  that 
your  spiritual  zeal  does  not  need  urging 
because  your  presence  is  well  known  by 
your  doing  good,  and  by  every  praise¬ 
worthy  work.  And  we  pray  to  the 
merciful  and  Most  High  God,  that  he 
would  cover  you  with  his  providence, 
and  take  you  by  the  hand,  and  conduct 
you  according  to  your  desire,  and  pro¬ 
long  your  stability,  and  preserve  your 
children,  and  powerfully  break  the 
enemy  from  you,  and  open  the  gate  of 
bis  mercy  before  your  face,  and  com¬ 
mit  to  you  his  favours  and  blessings, 
and  give  you  times  of  joy  and  pleasure 
all  the  days  of  your  life.

[This  letter  was  written  in  one  sen¬ 
tence,  without  any  division  by  punctua¬ 
tion  or  capitals.  Presence,  Dignity, 
Honorable,  Honoured,  and  Excellent, 
are  titles  commonly  used,  in  Arabic  let¬ 
ter  writing.  It  is  common  for  ecclesias¬ 
tics  to  speak  of  all,  who  are  under  their 
spiritual  care,  as  their  children.  Abdool 
Ahad  means  “  the  slave  of  the  one,”  i. 
e.  of  the  one  God.  Abdool  Messeeh 
means  “the  slave  of  the  Messiah.” 
There  is  to  us  confidence^'  is  an  Arabic 
idiom  for  “  we  have  confidence. ”  Place 
your  view  upon  them  icith  all  your  face. 
is  the  Arabic  idiom  for  “receive  liiem 
very  kindly.”] 


CLOSE  PREACHING.

for  his  own  wife  wasobserved,to  bejsoimd 
asleep  almost  every  Sunday.  “  What!” 
said  he  “  does  iny  Jenny  sleep  in  ser¬ 
mon  time  ?  I  will  keep  my  eye  upon  her 
in  future.”  He  did  so  indeed,  and  the 
next  Sunday,  soon  after  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  his  discourse,  his  wife  was  seen 
to  continue  nodding  till  she  fell  into  a 
deep  sleep.  Slopping  suddenly  iti  the 
midst  of  his  discourse,  and  turning  his 
eyes  directly  upon  his  slumbering  com¬ 
panion,  he  vociferated  three  times,  in  a 
louder  and  louder  tone  :  “Jenny  !  Jenny!! 
Jenny  ! !  !”  She  started  from  her  drowse, 
while  with  a  voice  which  must  have 
awakened  attention,  lie  expostulated 
thus.  ‘  M\'  dear,’  said  he,  ‘  1  dinna 
marry  ye  for  riches,  for  ye  had  none — 1 
dinna  marry  ye  for  beauty,  as  a’  the  con¬ 
gregation  may  witness — an’  if  yehae  no 
grace  1  made  hut  a  poor  bargain  on’i !’

DOMESTIC  AND  FOREU.N  .MIS.SIONARY 
SOCIETY. 

The  following  extract  of  a  letter  from 
the  Rev.  James  Pilmore,  to  a  clerjiy- 
man  in  this  city,  dated  Natchez,  Oct. 
18lh,  1824,  will  enable  the  friends  and 
patrons  of  the  General  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety,  to  form  an  iilea  of  the  extent  and 
interest  of  the  wide  missionary  field, 
which  is  open  before  the  society  in  the 
western  states.  “  Cannot  your  give  me 
some  grounds,  to  hope  that  a  pious, 
prudent,  and  zealous  minister  of  our 
church  might  be  imluced  to  remove 
from  the  north,  and  visit  this  hitherto 
neglected,  but  promising  field  of  mis¬ 
sionary  labours  Iii  the  neighbourhood 
of  PinkncvN  ille,  and  Woodville,  two 
towns  ill  this  adjacent  country,  a  con¬ 
siderable  and  highly  respectable  class  of 
the  population  is  composed  of  persons, 
either  really  or  nominally  attached  to 
the  church.  The  Rev.  James  C.  Fox, 
who  was  admitted  last  year  to  deacon's 
orders,  by  the  bishop  ol  Ohio,  has  been 
labouring  in  that  quarter  with  the  most 
evident  success,  but  he  has  been  lately 
recallefl  by  his  diocesan,  and  will  most 
probably  leave  the  state  at  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  present  year.  The  greater 
jioriion  of  our  slate  doe.s  certainly  pos¬ 
sess  a  climate,  not  more  unfavourable  to 
health  than  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Mary¬ 
land,  or  the  lower  jiarts  of  Virginia,  and 
North  ('arolina.  A  person  suffering 
from,  or  inclined  to  a  jiulmonary  affec¬ 
tion  woulil  most  probably  gain,  in  point 
of  health,  by  exchanging  a  more  norllier- 
ly  climate  for  that  of  Mississippi.” 

It  appears  from  the  Journal  of  the 
Ohio  Convention  lately  received,  that 
Mr.  Pil  more’s  apprehensions  respecting 
the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fox,  fVoni 
^Mississippi,  were  well  founded.  The 
bishop  of  Ohio  thus  speaks  upon  this 
subject.  “  Very  lately  I  have  received 
a  letter  from  the  Rev.  James  A.  Fox, 
whom  i  ordained  in  the  summer  of 
1823.  It  seems  that  soon  after  his  or¬ 
dination  he  returned  to  his  iamily  at 
Piukncyville,  Mississippi,  wliere,  and  at 
Woodville  he  has  spent  his  time,  oc¬ 
cupied  ill  the  very  laudable  duties  of 
teaching  youth,  and  preaching  the  word 
of  God.  The  congregation  formed 
through  Mr.  Fox’s  instrumentality  in 
Woodville,  have,  in  a  praiseworthy  man¬ 
ner,  exerted  themselves  in  erecting  a 
church  42  by  37  feet;  built  with  a  con¬ 
venient  vestry.  At  this  jilace  it  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  lie  w’ill  continue  his  very 
useful  labours  till  admitted  to  priest’s 
orders.  He  gives  me  the  information, 
which  I  have  great  pleasure  in  reiterat¬ 
ing,  that  the  parish  belonging  to  our 
communion  at  Natchez,  is  in  a  flourish¬ 
ing  state,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Pilmore.”

OBITUARY. 

[It  becomes  our  painful  duty  to  an- 
nomu  c  tlie  sudden  death  of  the  Rev. 
Harvey  Loo.mis,  of  Bangor — an 
event,  which  will  be  deeply  afflictive 
to  many  minsters  and  churches  in  tliis 
stale,  and  to  liis  friends  in  Connecti¬ 
cut.  The  news  was  received  by  the 
editor  on  Wednesday  evening,  in  the 
following  letter  from  Mr.  Pike.] 

Bangor,  Sunday  evening,  Jan.  2  1325. 

Rev.  and  dear  Sir, — Amidst  surroun¬ 
ding  gloom  and  sorrow ,  I  seize  a  mo¬ 
ment  to  give  you  intelligence  ofthe  siul- 
deii  ami,  to  us,  distressing  event  which 
has  produced  them. 

This  morninc:onr  beloved  pastor  went 
to  the  house  of  (aoil  at  the  usual  hour 
of  worship.  He  made  no  mention  of 
ill  hcalih  to  his  family,  nor  after  he  ar¬ 
rived  at  the  meeting  house.  He  had 
been  in  the  pulpit  hut  a  few  minutes  be¬ 
fore  he  was  observed  to  be  sinking  from 
his  seal,  and  at  the  same  instant  a  noise 
of  distress  was  heard.  The  people  took 
the  alarm,  and  in  a  moment  some  were 
supporting  him.  But  he  took  no  notice 
of  them,  nor  uttered  a  word,  lu  a  short 
time,  at  luost  not  more  than  ten  minutes, 
all  signs  of  life  vanished.  Medical  aid 
u’as  at  hand,  and  means  to  restore  ani¬ 
mation  were  used  for  nearly  two  hours — 
but  he  was  dead. 

The  sermon  which  he  had  prepared 
for  our  instruction  was  from  the  text, 
“  This  year  thou  shall  die.”  It  ivas 
appro[)riale  to  the  coniineiiccmcnt  of 
the  year.  The  subject  was  well  chosen 
and  treated  in  a  matincr  that  would  have 
rendered  it  iustruciive  ;  hut  God  had  se¬ 
lected  another  method  of  admonishing 
this  people.  Instead  of  listening  to  the 
voice  of  their  teacher,  they  were  called 
to  attend  to  the  direct  address  ol  Jeho¬ 
vah.  The  scene  was  solemn  and 
deeply  impressive.  We  were  obliged 
to  feel  that  our  life  is  a  vapour,  which 
appeareth  for  a  little  lime  and  then  va- 
nishelh  awav.  Your  afflicted  friend,  i 
DANIEL  PIKE. 

Mr.  John  Carson,  whose  remains  J 
were  interred  in  St.  Peter’s  Church 
Yard,  in  this  city,  on  the  8th  instant, 
was  the  eldest  son  of  Charles  Carson, 
Esq.  a  respectable  land  proprietor  in 
the  county  ot  Down,  in  Ireland.  After 
a  short  residence  in  the  United  Stales, 
he  was  in  1823  placed  in  an  important 
station  in  the  Episcopal  Academy  of 
this  city  ;  the  duties  of  which  he  execut¬ 
ed  to  the  entire  approbation  ot  the  Right 
Revd.  Bishop  White  and  the  other  trus- 
tess  of  the  institution,  as  well  as  that  of 
tlie  parents  of  the  youth  committed  to 
his  instruction.  He  possessed  excellent 
talents,  was  an  accomplished  classical 
scholar,  and  correct  and  exemplary  in 
his  conduct.  Hence  his  dissolution  is

But  such  humane  exertions  were  by- 
no  means  confined  to  the  bishops. — 
’‘From  observation  and  experience  of 
facts,”  says  the  bisliop,  “  1  can  testify, 
:hat,  at  that  period,  especially  in  the 
districts  where  such  instrumentality  was 
most  needful,  the  clergy  in  general  were  ! 
instant  in  season  and  out  of  season,  to  j 
meet  every  emergency.  As  collectors! 
;ind  distributors  of  bounty;  as  purvey¬ 
ors  of  food,  as  parcellcrs  of  employ¬ 
ment,  a.s  overseers  of  labour,  on  roads, 
m  bog.',  in  public  works, — by  tlicir 
exertions  in  these  and  similar  dcpari- 
nienls,  the  Irish  peasantry  of  those  de¬ 
serted  districts  (under  Providence)  were 
saved  from  famine,  and  its  attendant 
pestilence,  and  I  would  hope,  were 
formed  lo  prcmanenl  habits  of  industry, 
'morality,  and  grateful  feeling. 

“  For  tiiese  labours  of  our  clergy  did 
Tiot  cease  with  the  emergency  of  1822. : 
Firiglisii  bounty  had  been  not  merely 
full,  but  overflowing;  and  hence,  the 
London  committee  were  enabled  to 
make  provision,  in  the  ten  most  distress¬ 
ed  counties  of  Ireland,  for  lasting  im- 
provc.ment.  In  eacli  of  these  counties, 
a  considerable  fund  lias  been  appropriat¬ 
ed,  under  the  management  of  a  bi^ard 
of  trustees,  for  tiie  promotion  of  indn-- 
ity,  chiefly  in  the  way  of  charilahlo 
loans;  and  here  the  parocliial  clergy  arc 
among  the  best  co-operators.  Ther 
t  xerl  themselves  to  encourage  tiie  cul¬ 
tivation  of  flax  ;  to  superintend  the  ma¬ 
nufacture  of  wheels  ;  lo  distribute  with  ' 

ilieir  own  hands  the  implements  so  ma-  i 
nufaclured  ;  to  pay  domicilliary  visits,  for  ' 
the  purpose  of  observing  and  ascertain-  '
